F o r tw o years he lived in unfathom able d ark n ess a th o u ­ 
sand tim es w orse th an the d a rk n ess of n ig h t—and suddenly he recov­ 
ered his sight through the skill of a W ashington specialist.

W ith th e restlessness of the soldier, he returned to E u ro p e in the 
w inter of 1920 to visit Russia and study its chaos.

passport at New York City by th e then Soviet A m bassador M artens, 
but after “running the hm m ” to g et in. he visited tho principal cities 
of R ussia on a forged passport.

It is not making planes for 
the purpose, hut buying them. 
It wants to use airplanes along 
with railroads, motor trucks and steamships iii carrying on its 
great business. Ultimately it expects to have air routes branch­ 
ing from its plant in all directions, for long distances. 
The experiment will he ./atehad with all the more interest 
because some of the aviation sharps lately have been saying that 
the airplane was not good for freight—only for mail and passen­ 
gers.

If he succeeds, other manufacturers and 
merchants xviii follow his example.

B aedeker Passes 


Millions of people must have heard with a sentimental Stir­ 
ling of old memories the news of Fritz Baedekers death. 
He 
might b< called the Henry Ford of travel. He spent his life stand­ 
ardizing and simplifying the art of touring, following in tho foot­ 


step s of his father, Karl Baedeker. He had been 6G years on the 
job when he died, the other day, at 81, still working on a new 
guidebook. 
Many individualists deplore Baedeker and what lie stood for, 
as they deplore fiw ers. Many do not want to go where everybody 
else goes, and see what everybody else sees, and think the pre­ 
scribed thoughts and feel tho prescribed emotions common to all 
the tribe of guidebook devotees They prefer to go their own way, 
ignoring the double-starred scenes and buildings and art works if 
they choose, setting their own pace and making their own selec­ 
tions, and treating themselves to surprises occasionally instead of 
knowing before hand all they are going to see and being intro­ 
duced automatically to every new experience. 
That, perhaps, is the netter way to travel for him who has 
time and money and ideas of his own about traveling. 
For the 
multitude, Baedeker and his kind have done much, enabling them 
to see, rather easily and quickly, a world that might otherwise 
have been closed to them. Better a standardized, stereotyped trip 
to another land, herded with a crowd, than fossilizing at home. 
And people who like flocking together and having their way 
smoothed find that the ideal system.
